NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
line was 36 people long when 
I fell in at the end. It was 3 
p.m. The guy in front of me, 
chewing on a stalk of rhu­ 
barb, said it would be 40 
minutes before either of us 
got to the counter. “This is 
my 
10th 
week 
here,” 
he 
s i g h e d , crunching, “so I 
knows just how long we’s 
got to wait.” 


T h e r e were four lines 
formed at the time, each 
stretching back through a 
low-ceilinged o f f i c e obvi­ 
ously constructed for effi­ 
ciency, not decor. Fluores­ 
cent lights covered by plas­ 
tic grill work. 
Irregularly 
s p a c e d linoleum squares. 
Pea g r e e n 
walls. 
Hand­ 
printed 
n o t i c e s 
(“Don’t 
Stand Here’’). And so on. 


The guy in front of me was 
named Richard. Last name 
Wells. 
About 27. 
He 
had 
been a stock clerk at a dress 
manufacturing 
office 
until 
he joined what Lenin once 
called “the army of the un­ 
employed.” And he looked 
like a jobless soldier at that. 
Standing in line, papers in 
hand, eyes front, waiting, 
waiting. 


“ W h a t t a you do?” he 
asked. 
“ Newspaperman,” 
I 
an­ 
swered. 
“We get all kinds here,” 
he said sympathetically. 
He was right. In another 
line, up near the front, was 
a fellow I’ve seen repeatedly 
on television hawking a beer 
advertisement. Several oth- 
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ers, 
too, 
with 
their 
hair 
c u r l i n g 
into their ears, 
looked like well-dressed ref­ 
ugees from Broadway, net­ 
work t e l e v i s i o n and the 
movie-extra industry. 
It is not surprising that 
these p e o p l e , whom the 
viewers in Beloit might call 
celebrities, were there in the 
u n e mp l o y me n t 
insurance 
line. Their work, like that of 
construction or elevator-op­ 
erating, is up and down. And 
the life of actors, like that of 
everyone, is thus: When the 
going gets weak, the weak 
get going. 
So it is, too, with corpora­ 
tion e x e c u t i v e s , and the 
high-powered salesmen, and 
the haughty matrons with 
mink 
furs 
wh o regularly 
stand in the 90th Street com­ 
pensation line. One that ev­ 
erybody clearly remembers 
came in just the other day— 
he was a Wall Street broker 
who last year earned $62,000. 
And then there was the chap 
who was escorted to the line 
by his chauffeur—his 
1969 
earnings: $115,000. 
“ It is amazing,” says A1 
Rosenberg, who m a n a g e s 
the 90th Street office, “how 
big people come in here just 
like e v e r y b o d y else. Oh. 
some of them get a little 
huffy, and want to talk only 
to the top man or something. 
But mostly they’re here like 
everybody else is here. Be­ 
cause they need money. And 
they act accordingly.” 
In New York State this 
means reporting to the un­ 
employment insurance office 
once a week for a maximum 
of 26 weeks to receive any­ 
where from $20 to $65 in 
compensation. The money is 
not given out in the offices:

it is mailed. Office attend­ 
ance is required for the sig­ 
nature. Customers are ex­ 
pected to co-operate, be or­ 
derly and refrain from push­ 
ing, swearing or intoxica­ 
tion. 


Some folks deviate now 
and then. One gal, a legal 
stenographer, regularly goes 
to 
the 
90th 
Street 
office 
loaded for bear—cussing and 
condemning ex-em p lo y ers, 
ex-husbands and “Commu­ 
nist b u r e a u c r a t s . ” And 
there’s the one guy, an odd- 
jobs type, who occasionally 
saunters in to announce he’s 
“a free man again!” and 
then proceeds to demand un­ 
employment 
compensation, 
even though he lost his last 
job because he broke three 
of his employer’s teeth. 
Yet, in the main, the mob 
at the 90th Street office is a 
quiet, 
patient 
bunch. 
And 
there is a simple reason for 
this. They are responsible 
men and women, 
for the 
very large part, who are un­ 
fortunately and momentarily 
displaced.

CLEVELAND — (NEA) — 
Students with summertime 
jobs will be able to have an 
additional $117 in take-home 
pay 
this 
vacation 
season, 
even though they may be 
working at the same pay 
scale as a year ago. 
The liberalized benelits of 
the Tax Reform Act make 
the 
greater earnings 
pos­ 
sible. Even more important­ 
ly, 
under certain 
circum­ 
stances the students will be 
exempt from any income tax 
withholding from their pay 
checks. 
Instead of waiting 
until 
sometime next year to claim 
a refund on their income tax 
return, they now are able to 
avoid withholding and have 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 
extra 
money this summer. 
Two changes in the tax 
laws make the savings pos­ 
sible. The old rule of allow­ 
ing 10 per cent of gross in­ 
come for deductions has now 
been replaced with the low 
income allowance of $1,100. 
The other change raised the 
personal exemption for 1970 
to $625 from the former $600, 
Put the two together and it 
means that on incomes of 
$1,725 or less for a single 
person no income tax will be 


due this year. Last year an 
income of $1,725 called for 
an income tax payment of 
$117. 
The release from the with­ 
holding obligation is not auto­ 
matic. To obtain it the stu­ 
dent, 
or 
o t h e r 
low-paid 
worker, must fill out for his 
employer a withholding E x­ 
emption Certificate, known 
as Form W-4E. 
Once this is done the prac­ 
tice of withholding income 
taxes from earnings will be 
halted. 
Retired persons who sup­ 
plement 
their pensions or 
Social Security checks with 
part-time 
jobs 
and 
other 
p a r t-time 
or 
low-income 
wage 
earners 
also 
may 
claim the exemption privi­ 
lege. 
A married couple with only 
one income would be eligible 
if their earnings are not ex­ 
pected to exceed $2.350. If 
each had income they could 
claim separate exemptions 
up to $1.725. 
For those 65 and older 
wages up to $2,350 are ex­ 
empt. A husband and wife, 
each of whom is 65 or older, 
could have a combined in­ 
come of $3,600 before having 
taxes withheld.

Mechanically, he’s an out­ 
standing golfer. His problem 
is controlling his emotions. 
I'd like to see Steve do well 
because I know how much 
it means to him; I swear 
he'd cut off an arm if some­ 
body promised him that’d 
make him a winning profes­ 
sional golfer.

saw Jerry Steelsmith 
today, the guy I beat out for 
my first tournament victory 
six years ago.

That’s all he’s got to show 
for six full weeks on the 
tour. “ I just can’t take it 
any more.’’ Steelie told me.

But 
now he’s got to go home 
and, to support his wife and 
his children, do something 
he doesn’t really want to do. 
I feel badly for Randy 
Glover. He was one of the 
up-and-coming young play­ 
ers on the tour—from 1965 
through 1967, he averaged 
more than $30,000 a year in 
prize money—then last year 
his back started acting up, 
and his earnings slipped to 


less than $20,000, h a r d l y 
enough to break even. He 
told me tonight that he’s 
going to have an operation 
on his back. He’s just 27, 
and his career is finished. I 
knowr professional golf isn’t 
a very strenuous sport, com­ 
pared to football or basket­ 
ball, but I swear we have 
more back i n j u r i e s than 
anybody else. 


I saw Don Massengale on 
the practice tee, and it just 
about broke my heart to see 
the way he’s striking the 
ball.

How conscientious ? 


To the lay mind the I S. Supreme Court's ruling that 
conscientious objection to serving in war need not have 
any lormal religious connotation in order to protect a 
young man 
trom being drafted raises some serious 
questions. 


By holding that the rule of affiliation with a religion 
opposed to war no longer is required for exemption, the 
Court seems to have placed upon draft boards across the 
nation a monumental responsibility. How are they to 
decide the real conscientiousness of the objector, even 
though the Selective Service has specilied some kind of 
training' instead of merely personal moral standards as 
a criterion?

Service officials professed not to be too concerned about 
the effect on manpower; pointing out that there now are 
only 
40.000 conscientious objectors in the draft age 
group, in contrast to the nation's military manpower 
pool of between nine and 10 million. 
It is almost a certainty, however, that the number of 
objectors now will rise precipitously, because objection 
now becomes truly and solely a matter of individual 
conscience. 
Without at all meaning to seem facetious, this new 
development might just spark a wider interest in the 
eventual establishment of an all - volunteer, professional 
militarv lorce.

Promises, promises 


NEW 
YORK — The primary 
campaign just ended has been full of 
sound and fury signifying little. 
What the candidates have said 
again 
and 
again 
and 
again 
— 
promises, promises, promises — are 
irrevelant measured against the 
desperate needs of the cities. 
New \ ork is the most conspicuous 
case history of decline and decay. 
But in virtually every city the same 
root causes work against the hope of 


a decent way of life, 
order and stability. 
With another long, 
hot summer ahead 
the threat of mas­ 
sive eruption is as 
tangible as the gray 
smog half obscuring 
Manhattan's 
fabulous skvline. 


Money, or rather the lack ot it. is 
the principal root cause. Mayor 
John .V. Lindsay and his staff have 
just gone 
through another cliff 
hanger — the prize for which they 
have been scrambling is an added $5 
million of federal money for the 
summer jobs program. 
At the end of last week they got 
word the money would be forth - 
com ing. 
But 
planning 
and 
preparation for the program have 
been held up as the city begged lor 
what is a marginal sum to keep part 
of the restless young oil the street 
corners. Re-enacted each year, the 
cliff hanger has greater than ever 
urgency today because ot the rising 
rate of unemployment. 
The jobless rate in the 16-to-21 age 
bracket last year was 25 to 30 per 
cent. It is certainly higher now. 
although no one can say with any 
accuracy 
what 
it 
actually 
is. 
Summer 
replacement 
jobs 
as 
messengers 
and other 
unskilled 
capacities are scarce to nonexistent, 
with brokerage houses closing down 
or consolidating. With the end of 
school hall a million teen-agers are 
turned out into cluttered streets 
with nothing to do. 
Although the scale is so much 
greater — 1,100,000 individuals on 
the reliel rolls — New York is in 
many ways more fortunate than 
many cities. Lindsay has initiated a 
series of programs ‘to ease tensions 
and bring some sense of belonging to 
the 
vast 
unseen 
mass 
existing 
beyond the view’ of the glittering 
wealth of mid-Manhattan. 
The mayor's office directs 48 
urban action task force units. They 
gauge tensions, sound the warning 
when a blowup seems immient, 
cordinate sports and theater groups, 
and 
bring 
people 
together 
in 
community councils. One of the 
mayor's able assistants who has 
assembled these task forces is Ted 
Gross. 
Driving around Brownsville in 
Brooklyn with Gross, a black who 
has lived all his life in Harlem, is to 
get a glimpse of what decay means. 
In block 
after block are the 
blackened 
ruins 
of 
abandoned 
buildings 
that 
have 
been 
fire- 
bombed. Squatters live in some 
abandoned tenements without light, 
running water or heat in the winter. 
Recently 
with 
the 
virtual 
breakdown of sanitation services 
angry 
residents 
began 
burning 
garbage in the streets, the signal for 
an impending outbreak of violence 
and 
looting. 
The 
city 
g o t-th e 
collection trucks moving again and 
on a clear, sunny day Brownsville 
looked 
comparatively 
unlittered. 
The rigid rules of the sanitation 
workers union, meaning a four-to- 
live-hour day five days a week, is a. 
major problem. 
How many people, largely blacks 
and 
Puerto 
Ricans, 
live 
in 
Brownsville in what was once an 


a l m o s t 
s o l i d l y 
J e w i s h 
neighborhood? No one really knows 
nor is the upcoming census likely to 
arrive 
at 
any 
accurate 
figure. 
Submerged peoples do not want 
their 
names 
on 
a

register of any kind.

The word most frequently heard 
among Lindsay's young assistants 
is: commitment. There can be no 
real change without a commitment 
to do what is essential. That is to 


say. greatly increased taxes at the 
federal level for federal funds — the 
only source of sufficient money — to 
begin the job of rehabilitating not 
only the core cities but wherever the 
blight of poverty falls on perhaps as 
many as one-fourth of all American 
families. 
Almost no politican in either party 
faces that harsh reality. Calling for 
an end to the Vietnam war is well 
and good. But it looks the fact that 
the Defense Department is prepared 
to take up most of the savings in new 
weaponry. For the submerged lives 
in Brownsville the primar y is a 
ritual on a distant planet. And. tor 
that 
matter, the 
election 
in 
November can hardly be expected to 
promise 
any change 
in 
their 
condition.

in the recovery ot more than a 
million pounds of aluminum — some 
26 million cans — at the dime per 
pound price set by the regional 
brewery. 
Aluminum 
recovered to date 
through 166 Coors 
distributors 
in 
11 
w e ste rn 
s ta te s 
totalled 
1,139,075 
pounds. 
netting 
civic organizations 
and 
individuals 
$113,907. 
Brewery officials 
say that the cam­ 
paign exceeded all 
expectations. 


The company now estimates that 
some 4 million pounds of aluminum 
will 
be 
purchased 
by 
Coors 
distributors by Jan. 1, 1971, at the 
established dime a pound rate. This 
will mean a $400,000 payout for those 
who pick up the cans. 


the brewery says that some civic 
and service groups are realizing 
$200 and 
more a 
month 
Irom 
aluminum recovery projects. 
The Manhattan Kan., YMCA was 
the recipient of $1522 recently when 
townspeople 
and 
Kansas 
State 
University 
students 
collected 
350.000 aluminum cans to be sold to 
the distributor in that area. 


An 
Arizona 
State 
University 
sophomore collected $216 worth of 
aluminum cans in one week He can 
pick up enough cans, he says, to pay 
his tuition and housing costs. 
There are 
two basic ways to 
identify an aluminum can. One is 
that such cans have no side seam. 
The other is that aluminum cans 
have a rounded bottom, not a flat 
bottom, as conventional tin cans do. 
The mounting problem of solid 
waste disposal, which has emerged 
as one of 
the nation's leading 
economic and pollution headaches, 
was a key factor in prompting the 
Coors 
decision 
to 
launch 
the 
aluminum 
recycling 
program 
throughout its 11 - state marketing 
area. 
Some club or organization 
is

organizing such a collection effort in 
this area.
